Again  it  is  Convention  time.  The 
Convention  will  meet  in  Miami, 
Florida,  May  18-2L 

Many  have  been  praying  for 
this,  the  greatest  meeting  of  Bap¬ 
tists.  Many  more  need  to  do  like¬ 
wise. 

We  have  no  authority  nor  desire 
to  dictate  to  Baptists.  But  we  do 
feel  that  we  should  call  attention 
to  some  of  the  many  important 
matters  that  will  come  before  the 
Convention. 

Only  a  very  few  of  the  more  than 
261,000  readers  of  the  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ord  will  attend  the  Miami  conven¬ 
tion  .Those  who  cannot  go  should 
talk  with  those  who  will. 

People  in  Mississippi  talk  with 
their  legislators  about  state  prob¬ 
lems.  Baptists  should  do  likewise. 
Seek  out  those  who  plan  to  go  and 
express  your  sentiments. 

Space  is  not  available  for  extend¬ 
ed  discussion  of  the  various  prob¬ 
lems.  But  we  list  some  of  them  for 
your  prayerful  consideration.  The 
order  in  which  they  are  listed  does 
not  indicate  their  importance. 

1.  Election  of  a  new  Convention 
president.  Dr.  J.  W.  ■Storer,  of 
T-olsa,  Okia..  has-,  served  two  v  cars, 
and  is  ineligible  for  a  new  term. 
Unlike  some  other  years,  so  far  no 
advance  nominations  have  been 
made. 

2.  Election  of  new  Convention 
committes  and  boards.  This  at¬ 
tracts  widespread  interest  every 
year. 

3.  Recommended  Cooperative 
Program  budget  of  $10,000,000  for 
1956.  This  is  $800,000  greater  than 
the  1955  budget. 

4.  Baptist  Film  Committee's  re¬ 
quest  to  be  renewed  for  another 
year.  It  wants  to  confer  with  other 
Baptist  groups  at  World  Congress 
in  London,  England,  about  pro¬ 
ducing  a  major  Baptist  film. 

5;  The  question  of  a  new  semi¬ 
nary  will  be  considered.  Conven¬ 
tion  recognition  for  Bible  schools  in 
Florida  and  Kentucky  may  be  dis¬ 
cussed. 

6.  There  may  be  more  talk  about 
changing  the  names  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  and  the 
Convention’s  Sunday  School  Board. 
Howeverf  these  have  been  dis¬ 
cussed  for  several  years. 

7.  California  Southern  Baptists 
will  present  a  plan  for  a  Baptist 
teaching  hospital  in  the  Los 
Angeles  area.  The  Hospital  Com¬ 
mission  has  endorsed  the  plan  sub¬ 
ject  to  Commission  approval.  The 

sessions  is  needed  and  this  will  be 
the  first  to  hear  the  matter. 

8.  An  increased  stress  on  world 
missions  between  1956  and  1964 
will  be  recommended.  Major  points 
will  be  a  World  Missions  Year  and 
an  effort  to  raise  a  million  dollars 

— a~week  through — the-  Cooperative 
Program  in  1958.  It  is  also  proposed 
.to  have  a  world-wide  evangelistic 
crusade  in  1958  or  1959. 

9.  An  advertising  campaign  in 
daily  and  weekly  newspapers  to 
tell  others  what  Southern  Baptists 
believe.  It  could  ultimately  reach 
more  than  half  the  daily  newspaper 
buyers  in  the  U.  S. 

10.  Several  societies  in  Georgia 
will  advocate  a  change  in  the  by¬ 
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Mothers-ln-Law 
Arc  Mothers,  Too 

The  writer  once  introduced  a 
person  to  another  as  someone's 
mother-in-law.  We  were  quickly 
corrected. 

“Mother”  and  not  mother-in-law 
was  the  term  we  should  have  used, 
instead  of  mother-in-law.  according 
to  the  one  correcting  us. 

And  we  stood  corrected.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  law,  and  our  custom,  die* 


laws  of  fKe  Woman's '  Missionary 
Union,  a  Convention  auxiliary. 
Changes,  if  approved,  will  effect 
the  terms  of  WMU  officers. 

11.  Advance  publication  of  major 
items  of  Convention  business  will 
be  recommended  as  a  future  policy. 
This  is  not  now  required.  The  new 
requirement,  if  accepted,  will  af¬ 
fect  certain  policy  and  finance  mat¬ 
ters  or  motions  and  resolutions. 

12.  Discussion  of  sites  for  the 
Convention  sessions  in  1958  and 
1959.  Houston,  Tex.,  is  interested 
in  '58  session  and  Louisville,  Ky., 
in  the  ’59  session. 

13.  It  is  proposed  that  the  Con¬ 
vention  abide  strictly  by  the  one- 
third  by  law.  This  requires  that 

various  subjects  be  left  free  for  dis¬ 
cussion  from  the'  floor.  Heretofore 
this  rule  has  been  ignored. 

14.  A  proposal  will  probably  be 
made  that  the  Convention  meet  on 
Friday  and  end  on  Tuesday.  The 
reason  for  this  proposal  is  that  with 
the  Convention  now  ending  on  Sat¬ 
urday,  too  many  messengers  leave 
on  Friday  in  order  to  get  back  to 
their  churches  on  Sunday.  The  Sat¬ 
urday  attendance  is  usually  far 
fewer  than  on  other  days. 

15.  And  there  is  and  will  continue 
to  be  the  question  of  size.  As  Bap¬ 
tists  have  grown  in  number, 
organizations,  churches  and  fi¬ 
nances  so  has  the  Convention 
grown.  Very  few  places  can  now 
take  care  of  the  throngs.  Although 
we  have  the  question,  no  one  has 
yet  proposed  a  sensible  solution. 

We  offer  no  answer  to  the  prob¬ 
lem.  But  we  do  suggest  a  plan  that 
will  not  cure  but  will  help. 

Only  duly  registered  messengers 
with  an  identifying  badge  should" 
be  seated  on  the  main  floor.  Then 
when  the  vote  is  taken  only  those 
eligible  could  vote.  Under  our  pres¬ 
ent  plan  with  messengers  and  non¬ 
messengers  mixed  all  over  the  audi¬ 
torium  it  is  likely  that  many  vote 
who  are  not  messengers. 

This  plan  would  also  provide 
seats  for  the  messengers.  As  it  is 
now,  it  is  “first  come,  first  served.” 
In  some  cases  messengers  have 
been  crowded  out,  or  forced  to  sit 
in  far  away  balconies. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the 
Convention  has  no  authority  over 
■the  Thg  Convention  can 

recommend  but  cannot  compel. 
Here  is  Article  IV  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  constitution: 

“Authority:  While  independent 
and  soveirgn'in  its  own  sphere,  the 
Convention  does  not  claim  and  will 
never  attempt  to  exercise  any 
authority  'over  any  other  Baptist 
body, ‘  whether  church,  auxiliary 
organization,  association  or  conven¬ 
tion.” 


A  Change  Of  Name 
Will  Cost  Too  Much 

For  months  some  editors,  preach¬ 
ers  and  perhaps  laymen  have  been 
discussing  the  advisability  of 
changing  the  name  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

Checking  the  arguments  for  a 
change  of  name  we  find  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

1.  The  name  “Southern”  no  long¬ 
er  applies,  as  we  have  expanded 
east,  west  and  north. 

2.  The  word  “Southern”  is  con¬ 
fusing  to  people  outside  the  south¬ 
ern  states.  Reference  is  made  to 
Alaska,  Washington,  Oregon. 

3.  The  names  ^Southern"  also 
raises  barriers  to  people  outside 
southern  territory. 

The  above  seem  to  be  the  argu¬ 
ments  for  a  Change  of  names. 

About  .the  only  name  suggested 
is  “Cooperative  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion”  moved  by  Dr.  Bruce  Price  of 
Virginia  and  seconded  by  Editor 
Jack  Gitz  of  the  Oklahoma  Baptist 
Messenger  and  others. 

They  say  that  this  name  would 
free  us  of  geographical  restrictions 
and  that  it  is  descriptive  of  our 
spirit. 

Other  names  have  been  suggest¬ 
ed  but  none  seem  to  have  as  much 
merit  as  “Cooperative"  and  there 
are  not  too  many  arguments  in  its 
favor. 

The  first  objection  is  that  we 
will  lose  more  than  we  gain  by 
dropping  “Southern”  and  adopting 
“Cooperative.” 

The  name  Southern  has  behind 
it  much  historical  and  sentimental 
background. 

Many  are  the  accomplishments, 
achievements  and  victories  as¬ 
sociated  with  the  name  “Southern.’’ 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the 
proposed  change  would  affect  a 
very  small  percentage  of  our  pres¬ 
ent  constituency. 

Dr.  L.  L.  Carpenter:  editor  of 
North  Carolina's  Biblical  Recorder 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  only 
164.978  of  the  7.886,016  (1953) 

Southern  Baptists  live  in  the  15 
western  states.  These  same  west¬ 
ern  states  have  984  of  the  29.496 
churches. 

We  read  much  about  the 
progress  being  made  in  the  west 
and  north  west.  If  they  have  done 
so  well  as  Southern  Baptists,  we 
doubt  that  they  will  do  any  better 
under  some  other  name. 

It  should  also  be  remembered 
that  the  word  "Southern”  not  only 
refers  to  place  but  to  POSIJ  ION. 
The  word  “Southern”  refers  to 
some  of  the  things  for  which  we

Yes,  Mothers-in-law  are  moth¬ 
ers  too  and  should  be  so  regarded.

We  have  just  observed,  and  right¬ 
fully  so,  Mother's  Day,  at  which 
time  we  honored  our  mothers. 

Surely  we  should  give  some 
thought  to  honoring  our  mothers- 
in-law.  —

the  same  honor  and  respect  and 
courtesy  that  we  show  our  moth¬ 
ers. 

We  can  remember  them  upon

car  threw  him  into  a  flooded 
j  ditch. 

“A  traffic  officer  said  one  of 
|  the  teen  age  .passengers  told 
j  him  that  the  dead  youth  had 
J  been  drinking  heavily  at  a  drive- 
in  on  Highway  51,  north.  He 
said  that  he  told  the  drinking 
‘  youth  nortb  arlve  vVhen  he  w  as 
drinking,  but  that  the  reply  was, 
'Nobody  can  drive  this  car  like 
me.’  On  being  asked  to  slow  j 


down  as  the  car  careened  wild¬ 
ly  into  the  wrong  lane,  the 
drinking  yodth  said  he  would 
not  only  slow  down,  but  he 
would  stop  on  a  dime  He  did 
stop,  after  the  car  had  slid  138 
feet  and  swerved  completely 
around,  throwing  the  victim 
into  a  4-fool  deep  ditch  partial¬ 
ly  filled  with  water.  He  was 
found  '  there  with  a  crushed 
head,  but  officers  said  he  would 
have  drowned  had  his  head  not 
been  crushed'

this  young  man  the  distinction 
of  being  the  fifth  traffic  fatality 
in  Jackson  in  1955.  He  also  has

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Two  Thousand  Attend 
Foreign  Board  Session 

An  estimaed  2,000  people  at¬ 
tended  the  opening  session  of 
the  semi-annual  full  meeting  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in 
the'  auditorium  of  First  Baptist 
Church,  Richmond,  Tuesday 
evening,  April  26.  to  hear  the 
report  of  Executive  Secretary 
Baker  James  Cauthen  and  to 
witness  the  dedication  of  23 
young  people  to  world  mission 
service. 

Dr.  Cauthen  said,  “This  ap¬ 
pointments  service  of  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  was  of  si 
gnificance  in  its  indication  of 
the  growing  concern  in  the 
hearts  of  Southern  Baptists  for 
a  greater  world  ministry.  This 
service  is  representative  of  the 
type  of  interest  developing  in 
all  parts  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention." 

One  Virginia  pastor,  who  had 
come  100  miles  with  42  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  church,  expressed 
Uie  feeling  of  many  when  he 
said,  "All  we  want  to  know  is 
when  is  the  next  such  meeting. 
We  ll  be  here.” 

Dr.  Cauthens  report,  given 
early  in  the  session,  set  the 
tone  of  the  two-day  meeting  of 
the  Board  as  it  called  Southern 
Baptists  to  a  new  dedication  of 
life  coming  forth  from  recent 
sorrows  over  the  tragic  deaths 
of  four  missionaries  and  one 
missionary  candidate. 

“W«  cannot  understand  all 
that  these  sorrows  mean,  but 
we  feel  that  the  deaths  of  these 
missionaries  should  be  like  the 
falling  of  a  grain  of  wheat  to 
the  earth  to  die  and  then  to 
bear  much  fruit,"  he  said. 
“There  comes  a  fresh  call  to 
dedicate  ourselves  to  our  Lord 
and  call  upon  him  to  raise  up 
laborers  for  his  harvest. 

“In  the  early  days  of  missions 
in  the  South  Pacific,  when  one 
honored  missionary  was  slain 
by  cannibals,  25  volunUers  of¬ 
fered  to  Lake  his  place  as  word 
reached  the  home  base.  It  is 
our  prayer  that  God  may  use 
the  deaths  of  these  sorely  need¬ 
ed  missionaries  to  appeal 
strongly  to  Southern  Baptists 
to  offer  themselves  for  a  world 
ministry  ... 

“We  sre  convinced  that  God 
has  entrusted  to  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  resources  in  personnel 
and  wealth  which  place  us  und¬ 
er  heavy  responsibility  for  a 
world  in  need.  Our  imagina 
tions  are  kindled  as  we  think 
of  the  potentiality  of  Southern 
Baptists  being  laid  at  the  feet 
of  Christ.  We  shudder  to  think 
what  it  would  mean  if  we 
should  fail  to  challenge  this 
Convention  to  do  the  will  of 
God  in  this  day  of  critical 
world  need  .  .  . 

Perhaps  our  greatest  danger 
is  that  we  might  not  have  a 
faith  big  enough  for  our  day. 
With  a  world  lying  in  misery, 


similar  in  many  respects  to  the 
decaying  body  of  Lazarus  in 
the  tomb,  we  like  those  loved 
ones  must  hear  ringing  the 
clear  words  of  Jesus,  ‘Said  I 
not,  if  thou  wouldst  believe, 
thou  would  see  the  glory  of  j 
God.'  “  .

These  recommendations  will 
be  a  part  of  the  report  of  the 
Convention  session  in  Miami 
Fla. 

"Baptist  state  papers  are  key 
instruments  in  the  furtherance  I 
of  the  Baptist  cause’’  and  in 
maintaining  Baptist  unity,  the 
committee,  made  up  of  state 
editor*  will  say. 

The  four  ways  in  which  these 
state  papers  perform  a  service 
to  Southern  Baptists  are 
through  information,  news  in¬ 
terpretation.  spiritual  inspira¬ 
tion.  and  publication  of  Baptist 
doctrines.  I 

"The  function  of  a  Baptist 
state  paper  goes  beyond  that  1 
of  a  (secular)  weekly  news 
paper,"  in  the  committee's  opin 
ion.  "It  must  have  a  soul.  It 
must  have  life.  It  must  give  a  | 
lift."  News  must  be  supplement 
ed  with  topics  to  provide  spirit¬ 
ual  inspiration  to  the  Christian 
the  committee  will  report. 

"Baptists  are  more  intelligent 
today  about  their  denomination 
al  work  .  .  .  and  leaders  than 
at  any  time  in  their  history 
Thanks  to  the  Baptist  state  pa-1 
pers!”  This  statement  also  will 
be  in  the  committee’s  report. 

Agencies  of  the  Convention 
writ  be  requested  to  stress  the* 
importance  of  the  state  Baptist' 
papers  whenever  they  can.
